Crash inquiry panel 
faults school bus driver

The main cause of last week's 
train-bus collision at the Habonim 
crossing, in which 19 schoolchildren 
and three adults were killed, was 
apparently the driver's “faulty be- 
haviour” under the circumstances, 
according tb- Prof. Moshe Livne, 
chairman of the committee 
appointed by Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu to investigate the acci- 
dent. 

Livne, who met with reporters in 
Jerusalem as he officially submitted 
his report to Corfu and other mem- 
bers of the Ministerial Road Safety 
Committee stressed that tbe conclu- 
sions in the report - which were 
unanimously agreed on by the five 
members of the committee - were 
based on their assumptions from the 
data in the hands of the committee 
when tbe report was drafted. 

"We are not a court of law charged 
with establishing guilt,” he said. 

Our job was to determine the fac- 
tors that could have caused this acci- 
dent.” Though the report was final, 
an appendix may be published if new 
data is uncovered, he added. 

This was a reference to reports - 
which the panel is still examining - 
about unsatisfactory driving prac- 
tices by the late Ruth Da vidov. driv- 


er of the ill-fated bus that was ram- 
med by the locomotive of a Tel 
Aviv-Haifa train on June 11 . The bus 
was part of a convoy of buses car- 
rying pupils of the Brenner School in 
Petah Tikva to an outing at the 
shore. 

The committee concluded that 
Dayidov “apparently jiadnot de- 
tected the approach of the train 
when she started crossing the tracks, 
not even after she bad begun moving 
her bus, "despite the fafct that from 
the physical standpoint, she 
apparently could have seen tbe train 
approaching the crossing.”

Most petrol stations to stay 
closed until Sunday

The Association of Service Station 
Owners and Agents last night de- 
cided at an emergency meeting to 
extend its petrol station shutdown 
until 6 a.m. on Sunday. It took its 
step in defiance of retaliation for the 
government’s issuing back-to-work 
orders yesterday to over 150 of the 
association’s 450 station owners. 

Yisrael Strides, the association's 
secretary, told The Jerusalem Post 
hist night that the strike was original- 
ly to last only 48 hours, and that it 
had been extended in reaction to 
yesterday’s orders which he claimed 
were issued illegally. 

Only about 30 petrol stations 
obeyed the orders, he said, and even 
they will close today, as all the 
assodation’s owners plan to defy 
back-to-work orders. 

Those station owners who did not 
receive the orders yesterday went 
ahead with their shutdown, called in 


support of a demand for a higher 
coirfmissiou on petrol sales. The gov- 
ernment has approved a 14 per cent 
increase in commission but the own- 
ers are pressing for a 50 per cent 
increase. 

The following seven service sta- 
tions are not involved in the strike 
action and are expected to open 
today as usual: Jerusalem's Talpiot 
and Rehov Haturim Delek stations. 
Beersheba’s Omerim Delek station. 
Acre's Argeman Delek station, the 
Delek station at Kirvat Bialik. 
Haifa’s Sderot Hanas&i Delek sta- 
tion, and the Paz station in Carmel. 

Domestic gas agents, meanwhile, 
continued their strike in support of a 
50 per cent commission raise, stres- 
sing yesterday that they would not 
sell gas even in emergencies, and 
would carry out repairs only in cases 
of extreme emergency. They vowed 
not to return to work unless their 
demand was met.

Peres, Shamir 

fail to bridge 
gap over Taba

Labour and Likud seemed to 
move a step closer to the dissolu- 
tion of the unity government 
yesterday when Premier Peres 
and Vice Premier Shamir, meet- 
ing alone, failed to resolve their 
dispute over the Taba arbitration 
issue. 

The two men agreed to meet 
again within a few days. 

Meanwhile, Peres met during 
yesterday with leaders of the Nation- 
al Religious Party and of Morasha. 
Both could be pivotal if Labour tries 
to set up a narrow-based govern- 
ment without the Likud. 

Sources close to the premier said 
the meetings with the NRP's Dr. 
Yosef Burg and with the Morasha 
leadership had been scheduled some 
time ago. But they disclosed that 
Peres delivered, an impassioned de- 
fence of his position on Taba during 
his meeting with the Morasha men. 

Sources close to Peres said the 
premier had "not threatened,” dur- 
ing the private hour-long meeting 
with Shamir. But he had "made clear 
to Mr. Shamir the seriousness with 


which he viewed the matter." and 
had stressed to Shamir that if there 
were no progress on Taba the gov- 
ernment would in effect be "para- 
lyzed in terms of foreign policy.” He 
bad told the vice premier and Likud 
leader, moreover, that he (Peres) 
"would not countenance” a para- 
lyzed government. 

In Labour Party circles there was a 
palpable thickening of the crisis 
atmosphere. 

Labour faction chairman Rafi 
Edri said on television last night that 
the crisis was “the most serious” to 
have threatened the unity govern- 
ment during its nine months in 
office. And David Libai MK told an 
interviewer that Peres would have to 
consider quitting if he found himself 
in government but unable to govern. 

Other Labour sources recalled, 
pointedly that Shamir, then Knesset 
Speaker, had opposed Camp David 
and the peace treaty with Egypt. 

These Labour sources rejected 
Shamir's contention that the unity 
government ought to devote its main 
energies at this time to the economy, 
rather than to Taba. "Those who 
destroyed the economy ought not

Assad meets 
Gorbachev 

MOSCOW (AP). - Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev yesterday met 
with Syrian President Hafez Assad 
after Assad arrived in Moscow on a 
previously unannounced visit. 

Tbe official news agency Tass said 
that Gorbachev received Assad m 
the Kremlin and that the Syrian 
president came to Moscow on a 
“working visit” at the invitation of 
the Soviet Party and government 
leadership. 

During the talks the two sides 
called for die final withdrawal of 
Israeli forces from South Lebanon, 
Tass said. 

It said the Soviet side "particularly 
stressed the importance of preserv- 
ing the unity of the PLO and of 
overcoming of differences between 
Palestinians as soon as possible." 

There was no advance word of 
Assad's trip and Syrian officials con- 
tacted at the embassy here said they 
did not know how long be would stay 
in Moscow. 

Tass said Premier Nikolai Tikho- 
nov, Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and Defence Minister 
Sergei Sokolov met Assad at the 
airport. 

Syria is the Soviet Union’s most 
important Middle East ally and a 
recipient of Kremlin military aid, 
although there have reportedly been 
some differences between the two 
over how to deal with divisions with- 
in the PLO. 


Municipal strike ends, 
but 2 big towns in doubt

TEL AVIV. -Local authority work- 
ers outside the three main towns 
went back to work last night, ending 
their four-day strike in compliance 
with an interim injunction issued by 
the National Labour Court in Jeru- 
salem at the request of the Union of 
Local Authorities. Haifa municipal 
workers were ordered to start work 
again at 5 a.m. today. 

It was not dear yesterday whether 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv municipal 
Staff would also return to work, since 
the injunction did not apply to them . 
The cases of these workers were to 
be determined at their local labour 
courts. 

Moshe Beit-Dagan, head of the 
Histadrut ’s Oerk’s Union, which 
represents the municipalities' work- 
ers, said yesterday that while the 
workers will resume their duties, 
they will continue their legal struggle 
for the implementation of their work 
agreements. Beit-Dagan said that 
although the agreements have been 
signed by the Union of Local Au- 
thorities, the Finance Ministry has 
refused to approve them. 

Tbe Labour Court’s discussion of 
the validity of the work agreements 
is to continue tomorrow. 

Dov Tavori, chai rman of the Un- 
ion of Local Authorities, said yester- 


day that the- back-to-work order 
would prevent unnecessary public 
suffering. 

He said the strike was unjustified, 
because the local authorities had 
already agreed to honour the work 
agreements for 1985. Tavori esti- 
mated that within 24 hours life would 
return to normal.

Earlier, Dr. Yehoshua Stark, 
Jerusalem district health officer, 
termed the strike "a serious danger 
to public health.”

Shuliz opposed to speeding up aid

WASHINGTON. - Secretary of 
State George Shultz yesterday 
opposed a move in Congress to 
accelerate the disbursement of $750 
million in emergency economic aid 
to Israel. 

During questioning before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, Shultz said that any such legisla- 
tion to provide half of the proposed 
$1.5 billion in extra assistance to 
Israel within 30 days after final pas- 
sage would weaken Israel’s own 
efforts to stabilize its economy. 

The full $1.5b. still being consi- 
dered in Congress, is slated to be 
provided to Israel over the next two 
years, but Israeli officials have been 
pressing for a speedy disbursement 
of this year’s $750m. allocation. 
They are worried about Israel’s 
mounting balance of payments prob- 
lems and its loss of foreign currency 
reserves. 

Thus, Israel's supporters on Capi- 


tol H21 have included an amendment 
in the pending bill .to provide the 
$7 50m. within a month. Tbe admi- 
nistration is more inclined, however, 
to spread out the disbursement over 
the full year. 

“I would oppose that amend- 
ment,” said Shultz yesterday. "I 
don’t think it’s helpful to Israel. It 
seems to me that as the Israelis seek 
to face up to some very rough deci- 
sions, we should be more cognizant 
of the plan that seemed to be emerg- 
ing, which had the idea in it of the 


Israelis creating benchmarks of their 
own for what they, wanted to achieve 
by certain dates. And we would be 
better off to have some flexibility to 
see that the flows of funds might at 
least be correlated with those dates. 

"But to just produce that amount 
of money immediately. I don't think 
would necessarily be constructive. 
Maybe that’s the way tbe decision 
would go. But I don't think it ought 
to be written into legislation.”

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Delayed U.S. aid could hurt credit rating abroad

Technical problems delaying the 
processing of the U.S. emergency 
aid package to Israel could lead to a 
$250 million to $3O0zn. drop <n 
Israel's foreign currency reserves. 
This prospect is causing deep con- 
cern at the Treasury and the Bank of 
Israel, where it is feared that Israel’s 
credit rating abroad may be dam- 
aged. 

According to reliable sources, the 
Finance Ministry was this month 
counting on receiving first disburse- 
ment of the $1.5 billion in U.S. 
emergency aid. This money would 
bave offset a large repayment of a 
long-term debt to the U.S. govern- 
ment maturing this month. 

Now the Treasury has learned that 
the money will not arrive this month, 
and therefore has been trying to 


raise short-term loans abroad to re- 
duce the drop in reserves the repay- 
. merit will cause. 

The reason for the delay is tech- 
nical - Congress will not be able to 
approve the aid package before next 
month - but the Treasury fears that a 
large reserve drop might be mis- 
understood both locally and abroad. 
While the reserves will fall this 
month they .will rise again in July, in 
accordance with the timing of the 
supplementary aid disbursements. 

At the Treasury, this month and 
next are being referred to as “black 
months", when the economic crisis 
may reach critical proportions. The 
ministry estimates that the inflation 
rate this month will be 20 per cent or 
more, and that the current wave of 
strikes will be intensified if no dear 
solution to the major problems cre- 
ated by the package deal is found. 


It is also feared that this month’s 
monetary injection will be large, in 
.view of the large amounts being 
withdrawn from saving schemes and 
the large-scale cashing of govern- 
ment bonds. 

In the cabinet and the Treasury 
there are great differences of opin- 
ion as to the best way to deal with the 
crisis situation. One part of the eco- 
nomic leadership favours a compre- 
hensive stabilization plan, which 
could include a devaluation and a 
large reduction in export subsidies 
and import restrictions, followed by 
a wage-price freeze and the fixing of 
the exchange rate, and perhaps even 
taxing or partially limiting the finan- 
cial assets in the hands of" the public. 

A second group of ministers and 
top officials wants to continue with 
the present gradual approach along a 


path of budget cuts, “controlled" 
inflation and wage and price con- 
trols. 

Economics Minister Gad Ya'aco- 
bi vesterday sharply attacked what 
he called "the misleading advice of 
those who think that devaluation 
and hurting the public’s savings con- 
stitutes an economic programme." 

Prime Minister Peres met yester- 
dav with a group of economic ex- 
perts from the Hebrew University, 
who warned him that the budget 
must be cut to give the economy any 
opportunity to overcome its prob- 
lems.

Strike wave reflects loss of faith in gov’t policy

The Technion’s Harvey Prizes for

TEL AVIV. - The current wave of 
strikes, production stoppages and 
labour disputes is symptomatic of 
the collapse of the package deal 
system but is also a contributory 
cause. Whatever the terms on which 
the disputes are ultimately settled, 
tbe package deal is demonstrably 
dead. 

Tbe intention of the package deals 
was to provide the government with 
a breathing space during which it 
could formulate and implement an 
economic policy aimed at reducing 
the rate of inflation and the country’s 
balance of payments deficit. 

For as long as the package deals 
held out some hope of success, the 
manufacturers and the workers swal- 
lowed in virtual silence the losses 
they had taken on themselves. When 
they lost faith in the government's 
ability to introduce die necessary 
reform, however, they took to the 


streets and closed down their pro- 
duction lines. 

The workers' protests have snow- 
balled in keeping with the well- 
known freier (sucker) principle: “If 
others have succeeded in getting 
more (money usually) by striking or 
threatening to strike, I would be a 
sucker not to do likewise.” Thus, the 
taxi drivers were followed by the 
truck drivers, the gas distributors 
and tbe petrol station owners, and 
most of the public sector workers axe 
threatening to emulare their striking 
colleagues in the local authorities. 

The food manufacturers applied 
the principle on the basis of their 
own past success. They shut down 
production briefly when the second 
package deal was hurting, and 
emerged with respectable price rises 
in the updated agreement. They are 
hoping that similar pressure will lead 
to similar gains this time around.

Each of the striking groups offers 
different reasons for its disenchant- 
ment. Tbe food manufacturers 
maintain (justly, for the most part) 
tnat they are being forced to manu- 
facture at a loss; the municipal work- 
ers want improved promotion 
opportunities and payment on the 
first of every month; the gas vendors 
want higher commission on their 
sales. 

Yet the root cause of the disen- 
chantment is the same in every case: 
The workers and the manufacturers 
feel let down by the government, 
which failed to hilfil'. its obligations 


under the package deal - namely the 
implementation of a coherent eco- 
nomic policy. 

At the moment, tbe manufactur- 
ers’ ire is aimed at the Histadrut. 
which has refused to grant en bloc 
price rises to 158 goods and services 
that were approved by the Industry 
and Trade Ministry. But the blame is 
misplaced. The Histadrut is only 
exercising its veto prerogative under 
tbe package deed, which dearly 
states that increases will only be 
granted in “exceptional circumst- 
ances." and then with foe agreement 
of all three partners. 

The government dithering that 
has resulted in production at a loss 
for virtually all everyday food pro- 
ducts cannot, in fairness, be re- 
garded as exceptional. If anything, it 
has become foe norm.

Ya’acobi presents forecast of Food manufacturers to meet 
renewed growth from 1987 today on Sharon work plea

Economics Minister Gad Ya’aco- 
bi yesterday presented a five-year 
economic prognosis, according to 
which living standards are expected 
to fall by 2 percent both this year and 
in 1986. 

The prognosis, prepared by the 
Economic Planning Authority 
(EPA) and presented to Premier 
Peres earlier in the day, envisages a 
1.9 per cent fall in public spending 
over foe next two years, and a 5.8 per 
cent fall in investment. Only indust- 
rial exports are expected to increase 
substantially, by 12 per cent, in this 
period. 

According to the prognosis, rapid 
economic growth will be resumed 
only in 1987, when gross domestic 
product will start to increase by some 
5.5 percent a year until 1990. 


Exports are expected to lead the 
way to renewed growth. Industrial 
exports over the 1987-1990 period 
will rise by an average rate of 13.6 
per cent per year, while industrial 
output mil increase by some 7 per 
cent per annum, it is estimated. 

Thus by the end of the decade 
there will be a surplus of some $930 
million in the current account, ex- 
cluding interest payments. 

Living standards will increase by 
some 4.1 per cent per year between 
1987 and 1990, foe prognosis states. 
This means that by foe end of foe 
decade per capita consumption 
levels will be slightly above foe 1983 
levels. 

EPA director Ben-Tsion Zilver- 
,farb said the prognosis envisages a 
drop in subsidies on exports and 
basic commodities.

The stridency of this albeit anony- 
mous Labour vituperative seemed to 
underscore foe seriousness with 
which the Taba crisis is viewed in 
Labour ranks. 

On foe Likud side, however, lead- 
ing figures professed themselves un- 
impressed. They interpreted the 
Labour strictures merely as means of 
increasing pressure on Shamir and of 
responding to the caustic attacks on 
Peres and Labour that were voiced 
during foe Likud Knesset faction 
meeting on Tuesday night. 

Last night. Labour's ministers 
were convened at foe prime minis- 
ter’s home. Mpst of them were ex- 
pected to urge him to stand firm on 
Taba. 

Sources close to Peres insisted 
yesterday that be was completely 
“coordinated" with Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin on this issue. They denied 
assertions originating from foe Sha- 
mir camp that Rabin had been luke- 
warm in support of the premier dur- 
ing foe inner cabinet meeting on 
Sunday night, when the 10-man 
forum deadlocked over Taba. 

Well-placed Likud sources said 
Shamir's basic position was that 
Peres' prime . ministerial powers 
were indeed limited by tbe terms of 
the unity agreement - as indeed 
Shamir's powers would be limited 
when he succeeded Peres as premier 
under foe rotation arrangement. 

These sources denied that Shamir 
was simply stonewalling or dragging 
his feet over the rapprochement with 
Egypt. Rather, they said, the vice 
premier was urging that Israel press 
for tbe implementation of "its side of 
foe bargain" — the normalization — 


before ceding its say over Taba by 
submitting it to arbitration. 

The Likud sources suggested, 
therefore, that Israel hold out for a 
fixed-term conciliation process, dur- 
ing which time aspects of the norma- 
lization would go into effect. It 
would be agreed in advance that if 
foe conciliation ends unsatisfactorily 
foe parties would move on to arbitra- 
tion. 

Tbe sources pointed out that had 
Cairo agreed to that proposal 
months ago, Taba would now be 
either resolved - or in foe hands of 
an arbitrator. 

But in Labour the profound suspi- 
cion is that Shamir and the Likud 
want to block progress on Taba so as 
to foil Peres' hopes of an across-the- 
board rapprochement with Egypt, a 
summit with President Mubarak - 
and a subsequent major effort to 
enlarge foe peace process by nego- 
tiations with Jordan and foe Palesti- 
nians. Peres believes that a thaw of 
foe “cold peace" with Egypt would 
impact favourably on the Israeli pub- 
lic’s perception of peace prospects 
with other Arab moderates. 

At his meeting with the Morasha 
leadership the premier said: "I will 
not sit in this office and wait around 
to hear if foe others are about to veto 
anything I want to do. The entire 
government decided to go for a 
“package deal" with foe Egyptians, 
involving full normalization in re- 
turn for arbitration on Taba. If Taba 
is ours - let’s prove it at arbitration. 

If it isn't - then why have they (foe 
Likud government) lumbered us 
with it ? I will not countenance a 
government that has no power of 
decision-malting. If this becomes a 
government of national paralysis - it 
will unify foe entire Arab world 
against us. It is my duty as a Jew and 
as a man of conscience to do all i can 
to prevent war.”

TEL AVIV. - The food processors 
division of foe Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation is to meet this afternoon to 
discuss a request by Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon that 
they call off foe shut-down that be- 
gan yesterday in some 60 food 
plants. The request was made in a 
meeting yesterday between Sharon 
and food manufacturers who ceased 
production. 

Many of foe country's largest food 
plants, among them Osem and Elite, 
were idle yesterday as foe workers 
were sent on a three-day forced 
vacation. The- shut-down was called 
by the food producers in response to 
what they say is the Histadrut's re- 
fusal to approve price increases 
approved by Sharon's ministry. 

The food processors division is 
unlikely to take a general decision 
either to call off or continue the 
shut-down, sources said yesterday. 
Instead, as with foe decision to halt 
production, future action will be left 
to each individual plant. 

But calling off foe strike shut- 
down today is unlikely to have much 
practical effect since in any case, it is 
due to end tomorrow. 


The industrialists said after yester- 
day’s meeting that they were im- 
pressed by Sharon's commitment to 
"take up foe cudgels*' on their be- 
half. They said they believed Sharon 
would soon convince the other part- 
ners to the package deal to grant foe 
requested food price increases. 

Yesterday, foe High Court of Jus- 
tice issued an order nisi calling on the 
finance minis ter, foe minister of in- 
dustry and trade and foe price con- 
troller in foe Industry and Trade 
Ministry to show cause why Osem 
should not .be allowed j jo raise its 
prices. . . 

Osem claimed before the court, 
that foe failure to grant it the price . 
increases, was forcing the company 
to produce at a loss, thus depriving if 
of its basic right to make a reason- 
able profit. 

The Osem and Elite plants outside 
Tel Aviv were quiet yesterday, with 
doors to foe loading bays closed and 
rows of delivery trucks lined up in 
foe parking areas. The few adminis- 
trative workers at their posts said 
they supported the stand and called 
on foe Histadrut to approve foe price 
rises without further delay.

A roll-call vote was held, at the 
request of the Likud, which submit- 
ted the requisite 20 signatures. 

There is no basic difference be- 
tween the two bills. The first was 
presented by Avraham Shapira 
(Agudat Yisrael) on behalf of 14 
MKs representing the Likud. 
Tehiya. and all the religious factions. 
The second was presented by 
Hacohen in his name and that of his 
Alignment colleague Shalom. 

The bills were referred, not to the 
Interior Committee but to the Law 
Committee, on the motion of In- 
terior Minister Rabbi Yitzhak 
Peretz. (See below the reaction of 
Interior Committee chairman Dov 
Shilansky). 

Both bills were drafted as an 
amendment to the Prohibition of Pig 
Breeding Law of 1962. Under the 
authority of an enabling act passed 
by the Knesset, some local author- 
ities, including Tel Aviv, have pas- 
sed by-laws prohibiting the sale of 
pork. 

Speaking in a highly-emotional 
tone. Shapira insisted that the bill 
was ’“not just religious legislation". 
There were basic matters whose 
source is the holy Tora and which 
consatue the basis for Jews living 
together. Circumcision was one of 


these, and avoidance of pork was 
another. 

He had no doubt that if a poll were 
taken, it would show that 80 per cent 
of the people do not want to see pork 
in butcher shop windows. Adher- 
ence to the laws of Tora is the secret 
of Jewish survival, Shapira said. 

Hacohen said that there is some- 
thing deep in- the Jewish national 
consciousness that doesn't like pig. 
The bill also had a religious aspect, 
but basically it was a national ques- 
tion. There was no greater distortion 
than to twist concepts of national 
culture in the name of individual 
freedom, he said. - 

Replying for the government. 
Minister Peretz. in plaintive tones, 
spoke for half an hour on the Jewish 
people’s revulsion for the pig down 
the ages. 

Daring the speeches of Shapira 
and Hacohen. Peretz had been writ- 
ing busily, obviously writing or re- 
writing his*own speech. He 
apparently did not hear Shapira tell 
the Talmudic tale of the struggle for 
power in the 1st century BCE be- 
tween the brothers Hyrcanus and 
Aristobulus, which ends with a curse 
on anyone who raises pigs in Ereiz 
Yisrael. In his speech, he repeated 
the same story. 

Shulamit Aloni (Citizens Rights 
Movement) opposed the bills as 
being an infringement of personal 
freedom. She said that Police Minis- 
ter Bar-Lev had announced that the 
police would not be able to enforce 
such a law. 

She predicted that a self- 
appointed "Black Patrol" would 


arise that would snoop around 
butcher shops and destroy any pig 
meat it discovered. 

Shilansky later wrote, to Ukud 
faction chairman Haim Kaufman 
protesting against the bill's referral 
to the Law Committee, although the 
subject belonged to the Interior 
Committee. 

He said that it was at Shapira's 
request that Peretz had proposed the 
Law Committee. Since there was a 
large majority in the Interior Com- 
mittee in favour of the bills, unlike 
the case in the Law Committee, it 
threw into question Shapira's in- 
terest in achieving quick approval of 
his bilL 

Shilansky said he wished to take 
no part in Shapira's “show.” and 
suggested that he (Shilansky) be re- 
placed in the Law Committee by 
another Likud member during the 
discussion of the pig bills. 

Haim Shapiro adds: The prop- 
osed law forbidding the sale of pork 
is sure to result in under-the-counter 
sales of the forbidden meat, accord- 
ing to the proprietor of Jerusalem's 
most exclusive non-kosher butcher 
shop. 

Haim Treibetsch. owner of Haim 
the Butcher, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that the degree of secrecy' 
involved will no doubt depend on 
the severity of the law that is ulti- 
mately passed. 

Treibitsch noted that the law 
would not force him to close down, 
but it would severely hurt his 'busi- 
ness. He estimated that about half 
his customers are non-Jews, includ- 
ing many Christian Arabs.

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Weneed to turn Arabs against Arab terror, MK says 
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I By ASHER W ALLFISH

One of the -Knesset's recognized 
experts on the Arab world holds that 
the credibility of Israel’s deterrent 
against extortion, when terrorists 
seize hostage* inside Israel, has not 
been tarnished by the May prisoner 
exchange or the TWA hijack. 

However, according to Align- 
ment MK Ainnon Linn. Israel does 
ffcce a problem maintaining a credi- 
r • we; deterrent when hostages are 
B^eized .beyond its borders and in 
unfriendly territory. 

W. That problem concerns not only 
ij-Israel. bulal&o the U.S. and a num- 
f*.berxrf other western countries, and 
^ Linn offers tentative proposals tu- 
; . warts a solution. 

' J -Ih the past , he reminded TheJenu 
Israel won a reputation 
'y around the world, and more impor- 


tantly within the Palestinian Arab 
terrorist camp, for not giving in to 
extortion, even at the cost of Israeli 
lives. As a result. Arab terrorists 
eventually stopped entering Israel to 
kidnap hostages. The number of 
lives saved because the terrorists saw 
kidnapping did not pay, outweighed 
the number of lives lost in the pro- 
cess, many times over. 

In the past, also, tight security 
measures on El A1 planes, and direct 
action against hijackers, created a 
deterrent against attacks on these 
targets abroad. The Entebbe opera- 
tion, Linn noted, also left a profound 
psychological impression on Arab 
terrorists. 

It created a myth, far stronger 
than reality, to the’ effect that Israel 
can protect its citizens abroad, thus 
adding one more factor to the eli- 
mination of Palestinian terror hi- 


jacking. 

Linn supports the view that the 
exchange of 1,150 PLO men in May 
for three IDF soldiers held by 
Ahmed Jibril’s splinter terror group 
weakened the credibility of the 
Israeli deterrent against blackmail 
on foreign soil. Thus it encouraged 
the TWA hijack, although the target 
was not an Israeli objective. 

• But bolstering a deterrent is very 
difficult when Israel is unable, as a 
matter of course, to carry out milit- 
ary operations outside its borders to 
free hostages. Linn stresses. Other 
countries in the West which are 
victims of terrorist extortion would 
find it just as hard, if not harder, to 
strike at hijackers and kidnappers on 
hostile soil. 

For Linn, there is one avenue only 
worth exploring, and that is to find a 
lever to turn the Arab world against 
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Arab terror. 

"No factor other than the Arab 
world, Arab society, and the Arab 
governments, is capable of stem- 
ming Arab tenor in a matter of days, 
and eliminating it entirely in a 
reasonable time,*’ he said. “Hence 
Israel must now hold top-priority 
consultations with the U.S. ana 
friendly western countries to find the 
lever, which will prove to the Arab 
world that it does not pay to let Arab 
terror persist.” 

Linn feels that the U.S. and the 
West should still pursue the tactic of 
rescue operations to free hostages 
and retaliatory strikes following hi- 
jackings. provided only that the 
chances of success are very high. 

In cases of retaliation, he says, the 
possibility that some innocent may 
suffer along with the guilty should 
not be a factor militating against the 
operation. 

Linn feels that if the U .S . govern- 
ment warned the Arab countries that 
the persistance of terrorism and hi- I 
jacking would lead to Sharply in- 
creased ■ military and economic | 
assistance to Israel, many Arab 
countries would think twice. 

Since Syria, of all the Arab coun- 
tries. is the most capable of military 
action against Shi’ite and Palestinian 
terrorism, he says, Syria should be 
persuaded that it pays to repress 
terrorism rather than to see Israel’s 
military power increase. 

"One of the best ways of showing 
the Arab world that encouragement 
of hijackers does not pay is to get h 
worried about Israel. Concern over 
Israel's power is the soft underbelly 
of the Arab world,” he says. 

“Let Syria start worrying about 
Israel getting another 100 F-16s and 
another 500 American tanks and it 
will make its own calculation.” Linn 
says. 

"Even if an Arab state dreams of 
war against Israel, one day it can be 
brought to realize that an active 
Arab terrorist movement is more of 
a hindrance than a help.” he said.

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Reagan frustrated by inability to attack hijackers 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan said he has no choice but to 
wait ont the terrorists holding about 
40 Americans from the hijacked 
TWA airtincr because to retaliate 
“would probably be sentencing a 
number of Americans to death.'* 

Openly expressing bis frustration 
over the hostage crisis in Beirut, 
Reagan nonetheless reiterated his 
policy of refusing to give in to terror- 
ists' demands. He said be would not 
ask any other nation to accede to 
such demands. 

At his first nationally broadcast 
news conference in nearly three 
months, Reagan acknowledged 
Tuesday his long-announced policy 
of “swift and effective retribution’' 
against terrorists has been stymied’ 


because the U.S. has been unable to 
locate and identify the instigators of 
attacks against Americans. 

‘Tf you just aim in the general 
direction and kill some people, well 
then, you’re a terrorist too,” Reagan 
said. 

Although he refused to go into 
detail, Reagan said, “We have used 
oar utmost capacity and intelligence 
gathering to try and find these peo- 
ple and these places — I can only 
say that we have gathered a con- 
siderable body of evidence, but Fm 
not going beyond that." 

“I’m as frustrated as anyone," 
Reagan said. *Tve pounded a few 
walls myself ...but as I say, you have 
to be able to pinpoint the enemy. 
You can't just start shooting without 


having someone in your gunsights." 

The president resisted suggestions 
that he was caught in the same bind 
in which his predecessor, Jimmy 
Carter, found himself during the 
444-day Iranian hostage crisis that 
ended the day Reagan took office in 
1981. 

As a presidential candidate in 
1980, Reagan said the 52 American 
hostages held in the U.S. embassy in 
Teheran “shouldn't have been there 
six days, let alone six months." He 
charged that the Carter administra- 
tion’s foreign policy “helped create 
the entire situation that made their 
kidnap possible. 

“The fact that they’ve been there 
that long is a humiliation and a 
disgrace to this country,” he said at 


the time. Candidate Reagan said be 
didn't know how he would win the 
hostages' freedom, "but I certainly 
wouldn't stand by and do nothing." 

On Tuesday’ night, however. 
Reagan said. “I have to wait it out as 
long as those people are there and 
threatened and alive and we have a 
possibility of bringing them home." 

Saying that prior to Friday's hi- 
jacking the Israeli government had 
been planning to free more than 600 
Shi’ite Moslem prisoners whose re- 
lease is being demanded by the hi- 
jackers. Reagan claimed the terror- 
ists' linking of their hostages’ fate to 
that of the prisoners "makes it im- 
possible" for both the Israelis and 
the U.S. "Such a movement would 
be. in effect, giving in to the terror- 
ists.* 1 the president said. 


Shuttle launches 3 satellites; Agca identifies third Turk 

fourth to check for black hole hi St Peter’s Square shooting 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP). - Discovery’s astronauts deli- 
vered a third communications satel- 
lite to orbit yesterday and sped on to 
a rendezvous with a a Star Wars laser 
beam. 

Ou Tuesday, Saudi Arabian 
Prince Sultan S alman A1 Saud was 
an excited observer as Arabsat spun 
out of Discovery’s cargo bay. 

“We’re glad to be 3-for-3,” astro- 
naut John Faibian reported as the 
satellite, Telstar 3D, spun away from 
the shuttle’s cargo bay, giving the 
crew a perfect record on the trio of 
launches. 

The third satellite joins a fleet of 
AT and T satellites that beam tele- 
phone, television and other com- 
munications services to the U.S. and 
Puerto Rico. It is capable of hand- 
ling 21,600 long-distance calls at 
once. 

The deployment left one satellite 
in the cargo bold, Spartan 1, which is 


to be released today to examine what 
may be a black bole in the centre of 
our Milky Way galaxy . 

In the first shuttle test of an ele- 
ment of President Reagan's prop- 
osed Star Wars missile defence sys- 
tem, the astronauts planned later 
yesterday to mount a 20.3 cen- 
timetre reflector in a shuttle window 
as a target for a laser tracking system 
in Maui, Hawaii. 

The laser is not meant to demons- 
trate the ability to destroy an object 
in space, but to gather data on how 
much the tight spreads while travell- 
ing through the atmosphere and how 
corrections forsuch Reading can be 
made. 

The test also will help determine if 
such a laser can track a fast-moving 
missile warhead. The shuttle 350 
kilometres above earth, will be 
streaking along at 27,995 kilometres 
per hour. 


ROME (AP). - Papal assailant 
Mebmet Ali Agca, reversing himself 
again, testified yesterday that there 
was a third Turkish conspirator in St. 
Peter's Square the day Pope John 
Paul II was shot. 

In previous testimony, Agca had 
insisted that the only other accom- 
plice in the square May 13, 1981, was 
Oral Celik, a fugitive Turk charged 
with also shooting die pope. 

But under intense ‘interrogation 
by BJudge Severino Santiapichi, 
Agca suddenly changed his testi- 
mony and said there was a third man 
in the square with him and Celik. 

Agca said the man’s name was 
Akif and that be was supposed to set 
off some panic bombs to cover the 
gunmen’s escape. 

When be was shown a photograph 
taken by a tourist at the time of the 


shooting. Agca pointed to a face in 
the crowd and identified him as 
Akif. No full name was given. The 
man in the picture was looking to- 
ward where Agca said he and Celik 
were standing right before the shoot- 
ing. 

Agca said Akif came to Rome 
with Celik and that he met with them 
in Rome three days before the shoot- 
ing. 

The 27-year-old Turk, who is serv- 
ing a life sentence for the papal 
attack, claimed that Akif was a ter- 
rorist who bad carried out "notewor- 
thy” attacks in Turkey. 

On Tuesday, Agca testified that 
he had invented some things, but 
denied knowing a police informer 
who claims that Agca was coached in 
prison to implicate Bulgaria in the 
shooting of the pope. 


Prosecutors warn Walesa 
to stop criticizing government 


Poles seize high official 
of Solidarity underground 


WARSAW (Reuter). - Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa said he was 
warned by prosecutors yesterday 
that he risked harsher treatment by 
the authorities if he did not stop 
public attacks on government poli- 
cies. 

Walesa was summoned to the pro- 
vincial prosecutor's office in Gdansk 
and told be was still under investiga- 
tion on the charges under which 
three senior activists of the banned 
v independent trade union were jailed 
last week. 

He told western reporters that 
. ^prosecution .officials informed him 
«-4hat if he continued te-issuc critical 
L . statements, he might find himselfiii 
“a different position'’ and that 
“different measures" might be taken 
against him. 

Walesa said he did not speak dur- 
ing die brief meeting at the prosecu- 
tor’s office, but handed over a text 
which said: 

“The trial of Wladyslaw Frasy- 
niuk, Bogdan Us and Adam Mich- 
nik has reinforced my conviction 
that there is only one form of digni-

Jedynak. who. represented the 
southern coal mining region of Sile- 
sia, was the most senior member of 
the underground to be arrested since 
a political amnesty offered to the 
suppo rt ers of the banned free trade 
union expired at tbe end of 1984. 

The official Pap news agency said 
Jedynak, who was arrested on Mon- 


day. had been carrying out anti-state 
activities. 

The Interior Ministry announce- 
ment gave no details of the circumst- 
ances of his capture which followed a 
sharp rise in the number of arrests of 
lower-ranking activists. 

Jedynak has been on the TKK 
since 1983 and was the fifth of its 
members to have been hunted down . 
Two others took advantage of 
amnesties. 

The committee, led by Zbigniew 
Bujak who is Poland's most wanted 
political fugitive, was formed after 
Solidarity’s suppression under mar- 
tial law at the end of 1981. 


‘Times’: Murdoch has no editorial say 


Swiss diplomat shot after visa refusal 


ISTANBUL (Reuter). - A Swiss 
diplomat was shot and wounded 
yesterday by a gunman who had 
been refused a visa to enter Switzer- 
land, Turkish Foreign Minister 
Vahit Halefoglu said. 

Swiss officials said Consul- 
General Hans Freiburghaus, 62, was 
hit in the chest and underwent 


emergency, surgery at Istanbul’s 
Admiral Bristol American Hospital. 

Hospital sources said Freibur- 
ghaus was conscious and talked with 
Istanbul Provincial Governor -Nev- 
zatAvaz, who visited him. 

Halefoglu said the gunman, whom 
he did not identify, fled after shoot- 
ing Freiburghaus. 


LONDON (Reuter). - The Times, 
Britain's oldest daily newspaper, de- 
nied yesterday that its Australian 
owner Rupert Murdoch was dictat- 
ing its editorial fine to help his busi- 
ness ventures. 

The paper took the unusual step 
of publishing a statement denounc- 
ing "gossip and innuendo” that Mur- 
doch initiated a series of editorials 
attacking the BBC in furtherance of 
his own commercial interests.” 

BBC Director-General Alasdair 
Milne charged in January that re- 
forms in BBC financing recom- 
mended by The Times would have 


tht-practical effect of enabling Mur- 
doch “to acquire some of tbe most 
valuable broadcasting action in the 
UK.’’ 

The Times said any interference in 
its editing by Murdoch would violate 
guarantees given to Parliament in 
1981 when he bought the newspaper, 
which is 200 years old this year. 

Former times editor Harold 
Evans retigned in a row with Mur- 
doch in 1982, declaring that the 
publishing magnate had broken ev- 
ery one of the guarantees he gave 
Parliament.

Until she vanished in 1978. she 
had been directing the Red Brigades 
operation in the Milan area, police 
alleged. 

Prosecutors have said she con- 
tinued to play a leading role while in 
hiding, batching terrorist plots in- 
cluding the December 17. 1981 kid- 
napping of Dozier from his apart- 
ment in Verona. The general was 
rescued by police commandos on 
January 28. 1982 in the northern city 
of Padua near Venice. 

Barzerani has received numerous 
prison terms, including three life 
sentences for different crimes. 


U.S. House wants 
MX programme 
cut to 40 weapons 

WASHINGTON (AP). - The 
House of Representatives voted 
Tuesday to limit the U.S. MX nuc- 
lear missile programme to 40 
weapons, setting up a confrontation 
with the Senate and the White 
House over the land-based missile. 

Tbe vote came as the House consi- 
dered next year's Defence Depart- 
ment budget. 

In a series of votes on the new 
missile, the key tally was a 233-184 
decision which would limit overall 
deployment to 40 of the missiles, 
rather than the 100 weapons Presi- 
dent Reagan originally wanted and 
the 50 Reagan reluctantly accepted 
after the Senate halved his request. 

The vote came minutes after the 
House rejected, 230-185, a move to 
simply scrap the weapon, which has 
been the subject of intense Capitol 
Hill fights for three years, and it 
turned back, 234-182, a proposed 
50-missiie limit. 

The 233-184 vote was a “sense of 
the house" resolution limiting over- 
all deployment to 40. That was reaf- 
firmed later by a voice vote and the 
proposal was then attached to a 
Pentagon spending bill. 

The votes were part of the House 
attempt to pass a bill authorizing 
■most of a proposed $292-billion 1986 
defence programme, a figure that 
would essentially freeze Pentagon 
spending at. current levels with no 
provision for inflation.

Rabbinical College, Hebrew Union 
College and the Progressive Rabbi- 
nical College in London.

At my first 
meeting with the temple board, one 
man told me I wasn’t wanted there, 
and refused to shake hands. 

"If I hadn’t already worked with a 
congregation in Australia, where I 
also encountered problems as a 
woman rabbi. I think that experi- 
ence would have ruined me.’’ Here,

A unique advantage 

Being a woman works in her favour, according to 
Rabbi Kinneret Shiryon, Israel's first Progressive 
woman rabbi. Lea Levavi spoke to her. 


she said. “Only now. am I beginning 
to hear that people had their doubts 
at the beginning.” 

She has been with her congrega- 
tion in Ramat Aviv, which has a 
membership of 70 families, since 
September. Before that, in addition 
to having her first child, she worked 
at Beth Hatfutsoth Diaspora 
Museum as a guide, lecturer and 
adviser. 

Israelis, she said, have been brain- 
washed into believing that the only 
authentic form of Jewish expression 
is Orthodox Judaism. “’People sav 
they don’t want to be religious, but if 
they did want to they would ’do it 
right,’ that is. be Orthodox.” she 
said. 

Fart of the problem, of course, is 


the monopoly which Orthodoxy has 
here, for political reasons, over "mar- 
riage. divorce and converison. But it 
goes deeper than that. "Every Jew is 
psychologically Orthodox, but Prog- 
ressive on the practical level. Ortho- 
doxy is seen as the yardstick for 
measuring how religious you are . but 
in day-to-day life everybody makes 
their individual decisions as to 
whether to light Sabbath candles, 
how to observe holidays, and so on. 

“I. for example, don’t drive or 
turn on lights or cook on the Sab- 
bath. but there is a basic difference 
between the reasons I don’t do these 
things and the reasons Orthodox 
Jews don’t. For them, these are 
miizvot (commandments') from 
God; for me, they are a way of 



setting Saturday apart from other 
days and thus malting it holy. 

"There’s a young woman in my 
congregation who is a composer and 
spends the Sabbath listening to clas- 
sical music, which she doesn't get to 
do during the work week. ThaiVher 
way of setting aside and sanctifying 
Shabbat. and it’s just as legitimate as 
my way." 

Though she would like her congrs - 
gants to come to services, even this is 
nor a sine qua non of belonging to the 
congregation. Everyone expresses 
community involvement in a diffe- 


rent way. she said. For some, it 

means taking courses she teadbes cm 
Judaism: for_ others, it’s volunteer 
work at an old age home which the 
congregation has “adopted.” 

But doesn ? this approach give 
every individual the right to decide 
for himself what Judaism means? "I 
compere it :o the wheel,” she said. 
“In exery phase of technological 
advancement, the wheel was made 
out of different materials, but every- 
one still knows when a wheel is ’a 
wheel and when it stops being one. 
Jews for Jesus aren’t Jews." 

The Halacha evolved in amazing 
ways as the circumstances of Jewish 
communities in different times and 
places changed, she said. However, 
since the Emancipation, the Halacha 
has not kept up with the changes in 
ihe world, and perhaps cannot keep 
4.-P- When the only .alternatives are 
strict observance of the Haiacha on 
one hand and secularity on the 
other, most people will opt for secu- 
larly. 

"The difference between us and 
the Orthodox is that we do not say 
their way is not legitimate, as they 


say of us. There has always been 
pluralism in Judaism and there is no 
reason why that shold not be irue in 
Israel today.” 

Naturally, one of the issues which 
concerns her is the equality of 
women in religious expression. “If 
we had jurisdiction in divorce cases, 
women would be equal to men in 
their ability ro initiate a divorce. 

"But if you want an example 
which doesn’t involve politics, when 
a girl baby is bom and the family 
wants *0 mark the occasion with 
some kind of reHgoius ceremony. 1 
make a Brit But in which there is a 
covenant between the family and 
God and between the family and the 
new child, parallel to the Brit mila 
circumcision for boys. 

“The implication in Orthodox 
Judaism is that girls are less impor- 
tant, second-class people, and only 
the boys count- even if it isn’t said in 
so many words." Women in Shi- 
ryon's congregation may read from 
the Tore and participate equally in 
all aspects of the service .

Economic leadership lacking

TEL AVIV. -*T told Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres recently straight to his 
face: only leadership can solve the 
country's economic and financial 
problems - and you are falling down 
on the job." 

This was stated yesterday by 
Amos Mar-Haim. managing direc- 
tor of Clal Industries, at a meeting of 
the “Techen Gub.” an economic 
organization of 37 kibbutzim. Mar- 
Haim met the prime minister recent- 
ly in a “closed circle" of friends and 
acquaintances. 

On that occasion Mar-Haim had 
pointed out a strange paradox in the 
partnership between the Alignment 
and the Likud. “The problems which 
were to turn these two parties into 
warring factions, such as the with- 
drawal from Ixbanon and Orthodox 
zealotry, hud been worked out with 
only a reasonable amount of friction, 
yet the subjert on which the parties 
agreed before they set up a coalition 
- indeed, the main reason for the 
coaltion - curing the economy, has 
been a failure." 

The Prime Minister replied: “On 
such problems as the withdrawal 
from Lebanon, the issues are 90 per 
cent political and only tO per cent 
implementation: once we come to a 
decision, things flow easy. But in 
economic matters, it is 10 per cent 
making up our minds, and 90 per 
cent implementation." 

Mar-Haim said he told Peres: 
Prime Minister, you are avoiding the 
issue; when it is 90 per cent imple- 
mentation - then is the time to show 
leadership.” 

Turning to the overall issue, Mar- 


Haim said there was still plenty of fat 
which could, and should, be cut out 
of the budget. A lot of it. he admit- 
ted, was political fat. allowed to 
remain in order to satisfy the coali- 
tion partners. For example, as a 
member of the Jerusalem municipal 
council, he was astonished at the 
amount of money which flowed to 
Orthodox circles, “whose sons are so 
sure of the country’s security that 
they don’t go into the army." 

But what was most distressing, he 
said, was the failure of the package 
deals to get the country moving in 
the right direction. “These deals 
were intended to provide a quiet 
spell so that economic and financial 
reforms could be implemented. But 
this has not been done and the only 
result was negative: The industrial- 
ists, the productive sectors, were 
forced against the wall." 

Prof. Assaf Razin. of Tel Aviv 
University, said that the government 
should get out of the price-fixing 
business, or face the consequences 
caused by an elephant (the govern- 
ment) trampling through a china 
shop. Prices eventually had to con- 
form to economic forces, not to 
government decree, he added. 

Razin also noted that “there are a 
lot of learned people around with 
good solutions - but tbey fail to see 
tiie effects of their solutions on the 
national budget - which has strict 
limitations. 

“We expected an international 
payment crisis this summer, but 
American aid has delayed it. Israel's 
ability to meet, or not meet, its 
foreign debts has not been solved, 
only postponed. We have one of two 
choices: either to get our caps out 


and go begging for more money, or 
to put our own economic house in 
order.*’ He preferred the second 
solution. 

Razin also noted that the govern- 
ment had used two methods of 
financing its expenditures since 
1980. Up to about 1983, it mainly 
exploited the funds accumulating in 
the pension and other savings 
schemes, and only to a small extent 
dipped into foreign currency re- 
serves or borrowed money. After 
1983, it had reversed the practice: it 
mainly (about 80% ) tapped foreign 
currency sources where it could find 
them, and to a small extent utilized 
public funds from savings and other 
schemes. 

“The public has begun to feel that 
the government will soon be unable 
to honour its obligations. Therefore 
there is a distinct tendency to keep as 
much money as possible abroad.”

LUXEMBOURG (AP). - The 
European Economic Community 
said yesterday it would retaliate if 
the U.S. government carried 
through on a threat to restrict pasta 
imports from the 10-nation group. 

The declaration by EEC foreign 
ministers underscored a heightening 
of tensions between Western 
Europe and th U.S. on a broad range 
of trade issues. 

In a separate statement, foe fore- 
ign ministers blasted Japan for fail- 
ing to move fast enough in opening 
its market to exports from Western 
Europe.

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LONDON (Reuter). - The dollar 
braked a sharp fall on European 
foreign exchange markets yesterday 
as traders put their confidence in 
sterling, pushing the pound to a 
nine-month high. 

Falling U.S. interesr rates pulled 
the dollar down against major cur- 
rencies in North America and the 
Far East and it Haded at 3.0C46 
marks in Europe at midsession - 
almost 2^ pfennigs below Tuesday 
night's close here. 

The dollar also slipped against 
other leading currencies, falling to 
2.5192 Swiss francs, from 2.5425 at 
Tuesday's close here and to 246.S5 
yen, from 247.55. 

On Tuesday leading U.S. banks 
cut their prime lending rare ro a 
seven-year low of 9.5% .'heightening 
speculation that the Federal Re- 
serve. America's central bank, 
would soon reduce its key discount 
rate . cu rrently 7 1 i% . 

Traders said the dollar appeared ■ 
to be stuck for the moment ahead of 
today's preliminary estimate of U.S. 
Gross National Product growth. A 
low figure would allow the Federal 
Reserve to lower its discount rate to 
rekindle the sluggish economy. 

Lower British interest rares were 
also being talked about, as the 


pound rose to $1.3115, from $1.2993 
Tuesday night. At one point yester- 
day it touched 1.3192. its highest for 
nine months. 

Rates in Britain have been alar- 
mingiy high for borrowers since 
January. when they rose sharply fol- 
lowing emergency government ac- 
tion to prevent sterling from falling 
to parity with the dollar. 

Major banks hiked their base 
lending rates to 14% at one stage. 
Thev have since fallen to 12V2% and

Finance minis ters talk ‘money reform’ 


TOKYO (Reuter). - Finance minis- 
ters and central bankers from the 
world's leading industrial nations 
gather in Japan this week to seek 
ways to halt the roller coaster of 
floating foreign exchange rates and 
bring back more stable currencies. 

The international monetary sys- 
tem rarely attracts attention until it 
starts to falter and threatens every- 
body's wealth and jobs as it did in the 
I930’s. 

Now some countries, headed by 
France, say foe system could wobble 
again and something must be done to 
counter recent vicious swings in un- 
controlled money markets. Earlier 
this year these dragged Britain's 
pound down to a value of almost one 
U.S. dollar but it has since recouped 
to $1.25. 

Diplomats say meetings today 
and tomorrow will discuss a report 


on possible money reform from ex- 
perts of foe group of 10. a body 
formed by Belgium, Britain. Cana- 
da. France. West Germany, Italy. 
Japan, the Netherlands. Sweden, 
and the U.S. and later joined by 
Switzerland. 

The report has been two years m 
the making since it was commis- 
sioned at the Williamsburg Summit 
in 1983. 

When the officials last met, in 
Basle last month, one suggestion for 
change was to move back towards 
fixed exchange rates by creating 
-zones limiting fluctuations around 
currencies like foe dollar, foe yen 
and the West German mark. 

Exchange rates would then be 
edged towards stability, first inside 
the zones and then among them.

Draft-beer is available at some 50 
outlets in Eilat.

Davidov was found to be in good 
health. On an eyesight test she 
scored “6/6", her military physical 
profile was recorded at 97. her field 
of vision was deemed proper and no 
colour blindness or hearing prob- 
le ms were found. 

Since she was under 50 years old, 
she was not required to undergo any 
re-examination as long as no change 
in her state of health had occurred. 

An Egged private investigator, 
posing as a passenger, had studied 
Davidov’s driving on the Jerusalem- 
Tel Aviv route and reported her to 
be a “considerate" driver. In May 
1985 - about a month before the 
accident - Davidov took a refresher 
course after an extended absence 
from Egged. 

From the police, the committee 
learned that on June 12, J978 
Davidov was fined for failing to use a 
safety belt (in a private automobile); 
on June 12, 1980 sbe was given a 
summons for driving at an excessive 
speed, and fined IS20Q; and on June 
28, 1983 was given a parking ticket. 

As the report was being com- 
pleted. the committee says, “addi- 
tional data was received from 
teachers and parents who had been 
on trips in which Davidov had been 
the bus driver. Therefore, more in- 
vestigation is needed before 
reaching conclusions about the late 
Ruth Davidov's qualifications as a 
driver.” 

Last Friday The Post reported that 
Egged was informed three weeks 
before the fata] school bus accident 
that Davidov had been guilty of very 
wild driving in a similar school out- 
ing to Jerusalem. 

Parents who accompanied chil- 
dren of the Yovel Elementary 
School in Ra’anana sent a registered 
letter to Egged charging that Davi- 
dov, who had driven them and their 
children to Jerusalem, had side- 
swiped two parked cars and driven 
very wildly in other parts of the trip. 
After side-swiping the cars she failed 
to stop and leave identification with 
the owners of the damaged vehicles, 
the letter said. 

The train driver, 59-year-old Shlo- 
rao Somech, has been employed by 
Israel Railway for the past 35 years.

While Israel Railways is responsi- 
ble for main raining the track and its 
underbed, maintenance of approach 
roads to train crossings, including 
the posting of warning signs, is the 
responsibility of the relevant local 
authority. 

The committee found that Israel 
Railways had written to the Hof 
Hacarmel Regional Council, as it 
does to most other local authorities 
along the right of way, warning it to 
improve conditions at the crossing. 
But the committee found no evi- 
dence of replies to this warning and 
no proof- than any measures -had 
been taken. 

Nevertheless, the committee does 
not attribute the accident to faulty 
signposts or other physical condi- 
tions at the crossings. 

Livne told the reporters: “Before 
the accident, I personally would not 
have judged that crossing to be a 
dangerous one. It is only after the 
fact, that we suddenly become that 
much wiser and find things that were 
wrong.” 

The locomotive. Model G-12 
Number 120, was routinely checked 
at 1 a.m. on the day of the accident 
and had undergone its routine in- 
spections in February and May. No- 
thing was found wrong with it in any 
of these examinations. 

Transport Minister Corfu 
announced that he was appointing a 
committee to "draw the necessary 
conclusions from the Livne Commit- 
tee’s report and come np with re- 
commendations for measures to be 
taken.” The new body will include 
members from the Ministries of 
Education and Interior, the Public 
Works Department, Israel Police 
and the Union of Local Authorities. 

Serving on the committee with 
Livne, who is former head of the" 
Technion’s Road Safety Centre, 
were Pinhas Ben-Sbanl, controller 
of road transport; Yitzhak Bar-Dan, 
chief engineer for Israel Railways; 
and Rav-Pakad Danny Liron, Israel 
Police traffic engineer; and Shlomo 
Goldman, former director of traffic 
for Egged.

The inclusion of the ministers them- 
selves stems from their direct in- 
volvement and responsibility, 
apparently. 

Also facing to make it onto the list 

is Bank Discount inn er management 
chairman Eli Cohen. Cohen has 
been in day-to-day charge of the 
bank for many years, but does not 
hold the title chairman or managing 
director, as do those who were 
warned. Yehuda Drori. the commis- 
sioner of capital markets at the 
Treasury since mid-1983 is another 
witness who was thought likely to be 
on the receiving end of an envelope. 

Among those who did receive let- 
ters. the gravity and number of 
“charges” (and it should be stressed 
that the warnings are in no wav 
equivalent to conclusions of guilt, 
but are merely helpfel suggestions so 
that the warriee can seek to defend 
himself) varies greatly. 

The eight commercial bank cor- 
porations (Leumi and its subsidiary 
Union Bank, Hapoalim. EDB Bank- 
bolding and its subsidiary Discount. 
Mizrahi and its subsidiary Finance 
and Trade, and Israel' General 
Bank) are. says the commission, 
liable to be found at fault in 12 
separate areas by the commission's 
final report. First of these is deliber- 
ate intervention in trading in their 
own shares with a view to pushing 
their price up so as to give an annual 
yield greater than inflation: they also 
invested so much money in buying, 
their own shares that they en~ 
dangered their corporate stability;

The hijackers, believed to number 
about 12, are also demanding the 
release of two fellow Lebanese 
Shi’ites held in Madrid. The two 
men, accused of frying to murder a 
Libyan diplomat, went on trial in the 
Spanish capital yesterday. 

A Red Cross spokesman said 
Israel bad made no requests to the 
association in the affair. 

Red Cross policy on mediation in 
hostage cases is to consider over- 
seeing a release only at the request of 
all parties involved. It does not take 
initiatives of its own, and the parties 
directly involved have to negotiate 
the conditions, he said. 

He added that the organization 
would need the consent of the hi- 
jackers before acting as intermedi- 
ary in the release of the American 
hostages. 

Lebanese Education Minister 
Salim Hoss, a Stumi Moslem, yester- 
day became the second Lebanese 
cabinet minister to denounce the 
hijack. He called for the “speediest

possible release of all its passen- 
gers." Prime Minister Rashid 
Karameh earlier condemned the 
piracy. 

Hoss also attacked Israel’s deten- 
tion of the 700 Shi’ites, but said the 
plane’s passengers “should not be 
held responsible for Israel’s crimes. ” 

The pentagon has clamped a lid of 
secrecy over U.S. mili tary move- 
ments around the world because 
such information might endanger 
the lives of the American hostages in 
Beirut, a senior defence official said 
yesterday. 

Assistant Defence Secretary 
Michael Burch said that Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
ordered the move following a spate 
of reports about a strong U.S. milit- 
ary force gathering near Lebanon.

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Washington must act 


IT IS A STRANGE game that the U.S. is playing with its Israeli 
ally in the TWA hijacking case. 

Plainly, unless they suddenly go absolutely bereerk, the 
Shi'ite fanatics who seized the American airliner in Athens last 
Friday will soon enough secure their main objective: the release 
of some 700 Shi'ite prisoners held by the IDF in Atlit. These 
prisoners are not terrorists caught on Israel, or Israel- 
administered, soil and convicted of heinous crimes against 
civilians. Nor are they like the two Shi'ite killers now standing 
trial in Madrid. 

They are Lebanese who committed relatively minor offences 
during the last phase of the Lebanon war, and they had been 
brought across the border in an arrangement of somewhat 
■dubious legality. 

In fact it was clear from the start that, after 249 of their 
number had been set free three weeks ago, the rest of these 
prisoners would also be sent back at an early date. Israel's 
mistake was that, instead of hastening the process, it decided to 
keep the remaining 700 or so as hostages, however briefly, in a 
test of Shi’ite good conduct in southern Lebanon following the 
IDFs more or less complete evacuation of the area. 

The tactic backfired: now the hijackers are holding some two 
score of the TWA passengers and crew - dispersed by them 
around Beirut, with one group consisting of persons with 
“Jewish-so unding names” - as hostages against die liberation 
of the Atlit prisoners. This act of terrorism leaves Israel, after 
its swap with Ahmed Jibril, practically with no possibility of 
refusing to cooperate in a new prisoner exchange. This 
country's only condition, as one cabinet minis ter has already 
made clear, is the receipt of a formal request from Washington. 

This is an entirely legitimate condition. The airliner is 
American, and so are most of the hostages, which makes their 
release a matter of direct U.S. responsibility. 

But the U.S. administration is acting coy. President Ronald 
Reagan would not presume to dictate to Premier Shimon Peres 
what he should do. That would imply American counsel of 
surrender to terrorism, and it is unthinkable. But privately, so 
to speak, the word is being passed around that Washington 
expects Israel to do its duty, especially since the prisoners’ 
transfer from Lebanon has already been condemned, though 
not too strongly, as a violation of the Geneva Convention. 
Israel, having bowed to terrorist extortion before, might well 
do it again. Its hands are sullied as it is. 

America's hands, however, must be kept clean. Its reputa- 
tion as a stalwart foe of terrorism, so far manifested mainly in 
brave rhetoric, must be preserved almost at any cost. Therefore 
Washington cannot even afford to talk to Jerusalem in the 
matter directly: it needs the International Red Cross, not only 
as fact-finder but as actual negotiator. Properly enough, the 
IRC has now announced that it cannot act in any such capacity 
between two countries that maintain normal diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

In the meantime the U.S. is flexing its military muscle in an 
apparent stern warning to the Shi’ite fanatics. American naval 
craft, withdrawn not long ago from the shores of Lebanon, are 
steaming in their direction again. It is an ominous move. But 
the American hostages are no longer in the charge of the 
original kidnappers, whoever these were: nominally, at least, 
they are under the protection of a man called moderate, Antal 
leader Nabih Beni . 

Mir. Beni, who doubles as supposed justice minister in 
Lebanon’s non-existent government, is taking a ride to prestige 
on the backs of the kidnappers, with their consent. But while he 
is in the picture, the U.S. will surely not take him on, however 
accountable it may now hold him for the safety of the hostages. 
With the Shi'ite militia head as self-appointed intermediary, a 
deal could be worked out: the freeing of the American plane 
and prisoners in exchange for a distinct American pledge, 
founded on an Israeli promise, that the Atlit detainees will soon 
after be released as well. 

All this, on the assumption that the U.S. will stop standingon 
idle ceremony and will deign to dirty its own hands in the foul 
waters of compromise: for there is no way to sever the linkage 
between Beirut and Atlit. The time will come later for 
concerting a new, credible joint strategy in the fight against 
terrorism. 


Look back in sorrow 


THE COMMITTEE appointed by Transport Minister Haim 
Corfu to investigate the tragic collision between an Egged bus 
and a train at the Habonim crossing, resulting in 22 deaths, 
reported yesterday that the driver’s “faulty behaviour” was 
probably to blame. While the committee emphasised that they 
were not sitting as a court of law determining guilt, they did 
conclude that human error was the primary cause of the 
calamity. 

But it is to be hoped that the people concerned - the bus 
companies, the railway, the government and the public - will 
not dismiss the tragedy with the comforting thought that 
nobody can prevent occasional human errors. There are several 
inferences made by the committee which indicate that objective 
conditions, which can be remedied in the future, were not 
satisfactory at the Habonim crossing. 

The bus driver, the late Ruth Davidov, was driving a 
Mercedes bus. On this bus, the committee noted, the exterior- 
mounted side-view mirror cut off the driver’s direct vision of 
what was happening to the side of her: she was expected to look 
around the mirror. The committee thought that the physical 
conditions prevailing at the crossing could have given her the 
impression that she bad far more time than she actually had. 

It is probable that she had her radio going full blast. In the 
U.S., drivers of buses at crossings must open the door to hear 
properly: no such regulation exists in Israel. Obviously it 
should be introduced, together with a rule that radios in public 
vehicles must be switched off as they approach level crossings. 

Above all, however, the report tacitly confirms the unre- 
liability of the train’s whistle as the only wanting of its 
approach. Booms may be too expensive to erect at every 
crossing, but some kind of automatic light or bell should 
certainly be installed. It is misleading to argue that there have 
been 1,300 road deaths in three years, so that money should be 
concentrated on improving roads at the expense of crossings: 
the problems are parallel. 

If conditions remains as they are, ano ther tragedy would 
seem, sooner or later, to be inevitable.

Striking beyond sanity 


ARE THE WORK stoppages that 
have been afflicting us of late really 
strikes? The form they take is posi- 
tively lunatic. 

Cities stink with uncollected gar- 
bage. threatening disease. Empty 
lorries halt supplies to the factories, 
to the shops, to export markets. 

Last week it was taxis, the week 
before school-children, in between 
hospital patients. The only people 
unaffected are the so-called capital- 
ists, They are not a party to the 
workers’ disputes, which are all with 
the government. 

Nor are they dependent on the 
social services. They can go to a 
private doctor, engage a private 
tutor for their children, pay someone 
to empty their dustbins. 

To show how far they are from the 
class struggle, they have decided to 
strike as well. Sixty food factories 
have threatened to close their gates. 
If everybody does it. why not us 
industrialists? 

It was different in the old days. 
Walkouts were directed against that 
same capitalist employer. They 
affected his balance-sheet - and no- 
thing else. They were concerned 
with wages and conditions of work. 

Today, entire segments of the eco- 
nomy are closed down; the public is 
victimized, and the issue is. as often 
as not, a rift over government policy. 

The Ata strike isn't a strike in the 
ordinary sense of the word. The 
firm, strangled with debts, went 
bankrupt. The purpose of the work- 
ers’ action is to make the govern- 
ment take over those debts and pay 
them off. May we assume that the 
authorities will render that small 
service to all bankrupt ventures in 
future? 

Taxi-owners felt free to deny their 
facilities to the population at large 
and dog the country's streets. Far 
from being oppressed proletarians, 
they are a cartel demanding costs-

plus. Why should they not content 
themselves with demanding a check 
on the price-control calculations by 
an objective tribunal? 


THE STRIKE weapon has existed 
for a long time as a useful instrument 
of negotiation, because it creates a 
balance of power. The employer has 
to decide what is more profitable: 
put up wages and avoid a stoppage, 
or keep wages frozen and undergo 
the costs of a shutdown. 

The workers have to calculate 
what is better for them: to earn less 
but get paid without interruption, or 
to stop getting paid altogether for an 
undefined period, in the hope of 
winning a rise. 

It seems a clumsy way of fixing 
salaries. In fact, it is a highly soph- 
isticated device, the proof being that 
strikes rarely take place in the busi- 
ness sector. Both sides know how far 
to go. and the settlement is generally 
based on rational considerations. 
The union will not price the firm out 
of the market, because it doesn't 
want to price its men out of a job. 

Strikes are prevalent where there 
is no balance of power, that is. where 
profit-and-loss considerations don't 
apply. Governments are entitled to 
manufacture money, and therefore 
never go bankrupt. That would seem 
to make them strong. On the con- 
trary. it makes them weak. 

The government, like the factory- 
owner." knows exactly how much it 
can afford to yield. Unlike the 
facto ry-o woe r. there is no limit on 
how much it can be made to yield. 
The economy will sink into crisis, so 
what? It has been in crisis ever since 
most people can remember. 

The small manufacturer who gives 
in to excessive demands seals his 
own fate, and that makes him tough 
to deal with. The government can 
always surrender, because there is 
no law prohibiting deficit-budgeting. 


economic stagnation or a collapse of 
the balance of payments. That 
makes the government impotent. 

The last big showdown with the 
country’s doctors ended up with a 
hunger-strike. What is worse, the 
authorities were asked: expiring 
doctors, or printing another few 
hundred million shekels a month? 
Politicians hoping for re-election 
knew the answer. 

That is not how it should go. A 
contest where the odds are uneven 
ought to be a no-contest. Strikes are 
efficient where the calculation is 
based on profit-and-loss. They are 
inefficient, wasteful and destructive 
where the calculation is based on 
human suffering (sick patients de- 
nied medical treatment, tourists un- 
able to bring their luggage to a hotel, 
harassed working mothers with no 
kindergarten to send their children 
to). 

Work stoppages of that son 
should not be called strikes. They 
should be called by their right name: 
civil disobedience. 
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HOW DID WE get to civil disobedi- 
ence? It has something to do with the 
ebbing of social discipline and the 
growth of permissiveness. During 
the last generation, the authority of 
government has weakened, as 
pressure-groups increasingly take 
the law into their own hands. The 
process started with the oil porrwor- 
kers of Ashdod ramming police- 
launches during a strike in die 1960s. 

Today, disputing groups defy not 
only the police but the law. At the 
Laromme Hotel in Eilat, hotel work- 
ers explicitly refrained from com- 
plying with an instruction from the 
labour court (to desist from occupy- 
ing the hotel premises). They had to 
be" induced to do so after a day or 
two. They were forgiven because 
they behaved themselves in the end. 
Next time it may take-ionger. 

Deterioration is felt in other 


spheres of national life. Everybody 
is adopting a belligerent tone. Even 
so respected a public functionary as 
Histadrut Secretary-General Yisrael 
Kessar speaks about the cabinet as if 
it were one more rival voluntary 
agency, like the Manufacturers 
Association. 

“The government wants to do so- 
and-so." he says. "We won’t let it.” 

It sounds impertinent, but he is 
only reflecting the general mood in a 
mild form. 

Nobody takes orders in these 
times, everybody is boss. Children 
berate their parents. Football fans 
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become a frenzied mob if their team 
loses. West Bank settlers decide 
what Israel's foreign policy should 
be. and turn themselves into an 
armed militia to enforce it. 

Organized labour doesn't intend to 
be left out of the race. The goveru-

READING Dr. Gordon Goldman’s 
article “Fear of Fluorides,” which 
appeared in the June 2 edition of The 
Jerusalem Post, I was appalled by the 
extent of the distortion and misin- 
formation it contains. After examin- 
ing the article point by point in the 
|. light of my own background and 
knowledge. I could food nothing 
valid in his objection to water 
fluoridation for the prevention of 
toorh decay. 

Having practised dentistry for 40 
years - about 25 of them in a waters 
fluoridated area - 1 have seen at first 
hand the difference in decay rates 
between populations raised with and 
without a fluoridated water supply. 

When I started my practice, it was 
common to see children with ram- 
pant decay requiring extensive den- 
tal treatment including extractions, 
root canal treatment and space 
maintained for lost primary teeth. 
After some years of fluoridation, the 
picture changed radically. Cavities 
appeared only seldom and the 
“bombed out" mouth was not to be 
seen. 

Dr. Goldman’s statement that 
fluoride does not prevent but merely 
delays cavities from forming is non- 
sense. There are no statistics to show

that, at maturity, populations with 
and without fluoridated water sup- 
plies end up with the same amount of 
cavities or decayed tooth surfaces. 
Quite the contrary. 

Dentists in the United States to- 
day are seeing a significantly lower 
decay rate as a result of extensive 
fluoridation. 

Dr. Goldman further states that 
fluorosis - white mottling of the 
teeth - occurs in 10 per cent of 
children raised with fluoridated wa- 
ter and that yellow-brown discolora- 
tion occurs where there is excess 
fluoride. This is further nonsense. It 
is simply not so. 

I have not seen more than half a 
dozen cases of mottling in all my 
years of extensive treatment of chil- 
dren; and the only yellow-brown 
discoloration has been the result of 
tetracycline medication during the 
years of tooth formation, before we 
knew about the effect of this medica- 


tion. Yellow-brown discoloration 
from excess fluoride is rare textbook 
material. 

In poor areas of Israel where den- 
tistry is a luxury or simply not 
available, rampant decay among 
children is commonplace. In one 
hospital clinic, teeth are extracted 
routinely because Lhere is no possi- 
bility of their being filled. The long- 
range. physical, esthetic, and 
psychological effects are incalcul- 
able. 

It is all very well for Dr. Goldman 
to write about oral hygiene and diet 
improvement, but if we have to wait 
until all of our people leara to give up 
or minimize sugar intake and to 
brush and floss regularly, we will 
continue to see a large number of 
dental cripples doomed to gaps, 
bridgework and dentures. 

By contrast, on Kibbutz Tzor’a, 
where I now practise and where for 
six years we have been giving 


fluoride supplements in lieu of water 
fluoridation (which is unavailable to 
us), the children are generally free of 
decay. This is a marked change from 
the condition I found when I first 
started coming to the kibbutz as a 
volunteer some 12 years ago. 

Another statement in Dr. Gold- 
man’s article which is unfounded and 
runs against all established research 
data is that only children under 12 - 
when the teeth are in formation - 
benefit from fluoride. It has been 
well documented that there is a sur- 
face as well as a systemic effect, and 
that adults as well as children benefit 
from the mere fact that fluoridated 
water has been in their mouths.

AMERICAN JEWS AND SOVIET JEWS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. - Your issue of May 15 con- 
tained an article by Arthur Opolion 
which is an insult to American Jewry 
and its leaders. 

Mr. Opolion is entitled to his 
opinion about the policy of the 
American Jewish community of 
assisting Soviet Jews who wish to 
migrate to the United States. But to 
imply that American Jewish leaders 
are applying different and discri- 
minatory standards based on the 
country of origin of Jews, particular- 
ly Ethiopia, is unfair and unfounded. 

Ethiopian Jews have long desired 
to make aJiya. It was their choice to 
do so. Hias has never, and will 
never, interfere with freely chosen 
aflya.In fact, American Jewisb orga- 
nizations, including Hias, have 
assisted in the aliya ofour Ethiopian 
brothers and sisters. And we are 
prepared to assist in the freely 
chosen aliya of any Jews from any- 
where. 

Every Soviet Jew who has left the 
U.S.S.R. and who desired to make’ 
aliya was encouraged to do so by 
American Jewry and all its organiza- 
tions. American Jewish organiza- 
tions, including Hias, have sup- 
ported the effort for direct flights 
from the Soviet Union to Israel and 
we will continue to do so. 

Mr. Opolion’s contention is that 
the Soviet-gates were dosed because 
Soviet Jews travelling on Israeli visas 
did not all go to Israel. This is 
untrue! If the doors of the Soviet 
Union were closed for that reason, 
rather than the quality of U.S.- 
U.S-S.R. relations, what would be 
the logic of Mr. Opolion's following 
statement: “With a possible easing 
of east-west tensions, there may be a 
resumption of Soviet immigration. 
The economic benefits for the Soviet 
Union will have to be significant 
before they start to reconsider their 
current policy.” 

. If the alleged misuse of the Israeli 
visas was die reason for Soviet 
restrictions, why would the Soviet 
authorities have insisted that Ber- 
nard Lamport, a U.S. citizen, even- 
ly returning to the U.S., be required 
to leave the Soviet Union on an 
Israeli visa? 

The fact is that the possession of a 
visa does not, under international 
law , confer nationality or citizenship 
on its holder. And it certainly does 
not do so under American law. As a 
former U.S. immigration officer. 


Mr. Opolion should know this. 

The position of the American Jew- 
ish community, including Hias. 
consistent as it is with international 
law. should not be seen as an affront 
to Israeli sovereignty. Hias, like ali 
other American Jewish organiza- 
tions, desires that as many Soviet 
Jews leave the Soviet Union as possi- 
ble. We wish that many, many more 
would make aliya. While we under- 
stand the depth of feeling which this 
issue generates, we deplore the im- 
putation of evil motives to those with 
whom one disagrees. That’s not the 
way to resolve differences among 
Jews.

THE ISRAELI Ministry of Health is 
very well aware of the magnitude of 
the country's dental health problem 
and has been a strong advocate of 
preventive measures. A reparative 
approach would barely scratch the 
surface of the problem. All the den- 
tists in Israel working day and night 
could barely begin to cope with all 
the dental needs. 

The ministry needs all the help it 
can get. not Dr. Goldman’s accusa- 
tion that it is operating by stealth. 

Goldman gives us a lengthy list of 
ill effects from exposure to fluoride. 
While such reports are made from 
time to time, none of them has stood 
up under proper scientific investiga- 
tion. 

On the other hand, health author- 
ities all around the world have very 
carefully monitored populations in 
both naturally and artificially fluori- 
dated areas and compared these 
populations to those in non- 
fluoridated areas. There has not 
been one scientific finding of ill 
effect from fluoridation of the water 
supply. 

As for Dr. Goldman's assessment 


of his colleagues - where doet he < 
the hutzpa to consider himself 
rare dentist, enlightened and diff 
rent from the vast majority wl 
“unfortunately do not read anythii 
except dentistry journals'’?
